They Are Likely to Rend Him to Pieces—The 
Cowardly Assassination of a Young 
Man Yesterday. 


Jongsporo, Ga., March 16.—[{Special.]— 
Our quiet little city was thrown into a state of 
excitement tonight at 9 o’clock by the assassi- 
nation of John Lacy. 

The tragedy occurred near the above bour at 
the colored Baptist church, where quite a 
crowd of negroes were assembled at a meeting 
of the colored Odd Fellows. A double-barreled 
shotgun, heavily loaded with buckshot, was 
used by the assassin, and death was a]most in- 
stantaneous. 

Suspicion strongly points toa young negro, 
Lucius Warner, who bears quite a bad char- 
acter, and who was heard quarreling with the 
murdered manafew hours previous to the 
tragedy. It is known that he borrowed ashot- 
gun just before dark this evening, pretending 
that he wanted to go hunting early tomorrow 
morning, and with these facts before them 
everyone believes him to be the murderer. 

Warner is a small, short-necked, black negro 
weighs about 150 pounds, and answers to the 
name ‘'Babe.”’

WENT RAVING MAD, 


The Queer Capers of a Negro Prisoner in a 
Brunswick Jail. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., March 16.—{Special.]}—James 
Heppard,a young negro, who was arrested on a 
charge of larceny and sent to jail, created quite a 
sensation. From his first entrance into the court- 
room it seemed that his mind was completely 
paralyzed with fear at the idea of being brought 
before the court for trial, and his answers while 
on the stand to the questions asked him by the 
counsel on either side were incoherent and 
idiotic. 

When placed in jail he went raving mad, and in 
his frenzy tereevery piece of clothing from his 
body. He remained in a perfectly eae state for 
some time, until another suit of clothes could be 
provided by those in charge of the prisoners, but 
these were no sooner placed on him than they 
were torn into shreds. | 

He remained perfectly naked all during Friday 
night, and would not get in bed, although it was 
intensely cold, and would allow no clothes to be 
put on him until about 2 o’clock Saturday after- 
noon. 

He made several violent attacks during the 
first part of the night on his cellmate, a negro 
twice his size, and struck him several blows with 
a piece of plank. He was afterward put in a cell 
by himself. 


THE HORRIBLE TREATMENT 


To Which a Prisoner Seems to Haye Been 
Subjected at a Convict Camp. 

ALBANY, Ga., March 16.—[Special.}—A negro, 
by the name of Ben Law, who was released from 
imprisonment at McCree convict convict camp, 
in Lowndes county, last Thursday, arrived in this 
city, which is his home, yesterday. Law was sent 
to the camp from Lowndes county for four 
months, for assaultand battery, and his story of 
his treatment while serving his sentence is a ter- 
rible recital. Your correspondent visited him at 
his mother’s home this morning, and found his 
condition most pitiable. His feet were swollen 
and running from a number of cuts and bruises, 
and from his feet to his neck were any number of 
blisters and sores, made by the appli- 
cation of a four-pound lash. The physician who 
is attending him considers his condition critical. 

In addition to the injuries mentioned, Law suff- 
ers almost continual hemorrhages in the nose, 
which he says are caused by blows given him on 
the head by the whipping boss atthe camp, He 
was turned loose at the camp last Thursday ina 
half starved condition, and with great difficulty 


managed: to reach Valdosta, a distance of five 


miles, where charitable persons made up a purse 
and sent him to Albany. If all he told is true, 
and his appearance and condition indicate that 
it is, the brutalities practiced at that camp are not 
behind those to which Russian exiles in Siberian 
mines are subjected. Law and his mother will 
begin suit for damages against the convict com- 
pany immediately. 


A BIG SUM STOLEN. 


Eight Hundred and Thirty-Seven Dollars 
Are Taken by Thieves. 

Macon, Ga., Ma®ch 16.—[{Special.]—Last night 
between 7 and 8 o’clock, while Mr, Jimmie Bar- 
ron and family were at church, 
a thief, by means of a key, 
entered the side door of Barron's place of busi- 
ness, corner Fitth and Ocmulgee street, and stole 
out of a trunk $535. Barron has no idea 
who the thief was. When Barron 
and family returned from church they dis- 
covered the theft. Barron and family resided 
above the store.

Then if one policeman takes charge of a 
sick comrade who is not able to attend to him- 
self when thus suddenly attacked, unless he is 
strictly up to snuff, he may have to pay dearly 
for his kindness. 

Here isa case in point, developed at atspecial 
meeting of the board of police cemmissioners last 


night. 

Policeman John Varnell, one of the best on the 
force, was tried for being drunk while on duty. 

His partner, J. H. Smith, another one of the 
“finest,’’ was tried for conduct unbecoming an 
officer and for being being drunk, or under the 
influence of liquor also. 

Last Saturday night, while on duty on the lower 
end of Decatur street, Varnell was taken suddeniy 
with a severe painiin the stomach. He had been 
unwell all evening, but could not afford to lose the 
time, and 80 bore up, making several arrests. 

Finally about 9:30 o’clock.the pain became so 
intense that he rapped up Smith, his partner, who 
went with him to Dr. Martin, on Decatur street. 

Dr. Martin got up out of bed and went down to 
his drug store, where he found mhat condition 
Officer Varnell wasin, and then prepared him a 
heavy dose of French brandy and Jamaica ginger. 

He gave this tothe sick man, who only a few 
hours previously had been given a dose of lauda- 
num for the sametrouble by Dr. Dixon. 

After taking the medicine O‘licer Varnell felt 
much better tur awhile, and continued on his beat 
until nearly 12 o’clock when the brandy and 
ginger, with the laudanum, got the better of him, 
Officer Smith noticing his condition, started to 
take him home, coming on toward town until he 
reached the carshed, where he put Varnell ina 
hack and sent him home. 

As the hack was going along Marietta street it 
was stopped by Captain Wright and Sergeant Oz- 
burn. Varnell was ina stupor, and Captain Wright 
believing him tobe drunk made a@ case against 
him before the commission. 

In helping his partner along until a hack could 
be had, Ofticer® Smith was delayed past the re- 
lieving hour, and could not report to his sergeaut 
in going off duty. 
that he went straight home without stopping at 
the station house. 

When Varnell was discovered in the hack 
Captain Wright and Sergeant Ozburn went to 
Smith’s house. They found him there and in bed. 
He was perfectly sobcr, both testified 
on trial, and then he expiained why 
he and Varnell had not reported to the station 
house. 

For this he was presented to the commissioners, 
and the board suspended him ten days for neg- 
lecting to do so. 

The charges against Officer Varnell were dis- 
missed, and he will go back on duty today. 

Dr. Martin appeared before the commissioners 
and testified that he gave the brandy and ginger 
to Varnell to relieve him. 

By other evidence Officer Varnell was shown to 
be a strictly sober man, his old associates testi- 
fying that they had never even heard of his tak- 
ing a drink of liquor. 

Smith is a fine officer, and his comrades think 
it pretty hard that he should have to bear punish- 
ment for the kindness he showed to his brother 
officer.

COVINGTON, Ga., March 16.—[Special.J]—On the 
farm of Mr. W. C. Roberts, ten miies from this 
place, two negroes, Sol Russell and Governor Jack- 
son, who were working for Mr. Roberts, got into 
an altercation about something which Russell 
claimed to have heard that Jackson had said about 
him. He told Jackson that he understood 
that he had said that Mr. _ Roberts 
had whipped him, and _ said that this 
statement was alie. Jackson told him that ‘fhe

Jack- 
son then cut Kussell on the face, and the parties 
were separated. In a few moments Russell threw 
the stick at Jackson, and then threw 
a rock at him which struck him on 
the head and knocked him down. He died in about 
an hour afterward from the effects of the blow. 
Deputy Sheriff L.O. Wright went out and ar- 
rested Russell. He had his preliminary trial and 
was committed to jail to answer to the cherge of 
voluntary manslaughter.

One of the chief benefits of the proposed 
market would be the avoidance of the 
present pre-adamite system of 
ing auction sales. Almost ever 
has during the season t fF more auction sales. 
According to the prese ‘stem, the sales are ad- 
vertised for weeks ahead. In some cases it is an- 
nounced that a tree lunch, with unlimited béer, 
will be served, in order to attract a crowd. This 
plan generally assures a large atteridance, but 
they are hardly the class of citizens who are able 
to 1 ate gpm — estate. 

OW, One advantage of the proposed market will 
be that the auction sales can he navertised. as is 
the custom in other large cities, transportation 
can be furnished those who contemplate buying, 
and the sale itself can be made from a plat of the 
property in the room of the market. This would 
obviate all postponements on account of bad 
weather, and would insure to the public that the 
sales are bona fide sales, and not wildcat schemes 
got up to put a few dollarsin the pockets of sev- 
eral enterprising adventurers. 

“Another advantage of the market would be the 
establishment of regular rates and the avoidance 
of the present cutting of commissions. The idea 
of the real estate men who are interested in the 
scheme is to — such resolutions that each piece 
of land would be absolutely under the control of 
the firm in whose hands it was placed by the 
owner for sale, and if another firm sold the prop- 
erty it would be incumbent on them to divide the 
commissions with the firm in whose hands it was 
originally placed. Under the present system the 
owner who wishes to dispose of his real estate 
places it in the hands of all who 
are willing to take it for sale, and it is often found 
that two agents have sold it on the same day, 
each having taken oarngst money from the buyer 
and givenareceipt forit. One of these agents 
must get left,and very often both do, for the 
owner, thinking that if it is so much sought after 
it must be worth more money, refuses to be bound 
by the act of either of his agents, and raises the 
price beyond whatitis worth. The valuation of 
realestate is now doneina haphazard way, but, 
with this combination made, a proper committee 
would be thea emer committee, and their 
— would be as near perfect as possible, 

“Last season there was a deluge of real estate 
auctions which nearly succeeded in breaking the 
real estate market and bringing on a colapse in 
values that would have been disastrous. This 
can be avoided by acombination. The real estate 
men are the life of a growing city. They do more 
to advertise Atlanta than all interests, and could 
do much more if combined together for their 
mutual advantage.’’

The enormous crop of‘cotton on hand now, 
and more especially the quality, is the cause 
of the low price of cotton, taken with the 
fact that there has been a great scarcity of 
currency to move the crop during the fall 
and winter. That the last crop will be read- 

fly consumed there can be no possible doubt. 
There is always in large crop years a heavy 
surplus of cotton that goes over to the next 
crop year. This year there will be an un- 
usually large amount, and will to some ex- 
tent affect the price of the new crop. 

Our farmers should be certain to take two 
things into consideration. They must im- 
prove the quality of their cotton, which can 
be done by proper cultivation and proper | 
handling only, and they must plant grain 
and provision crops and make cotton the 

_ urpluscrop. This is the only road to suc- 
cess for the cotton planter. In looking over 
the figures and making calculations it will be 
seen that our farmers get as much money 
for a stnall crop as they do for a large crop. 
Hence our advice is to have plenty to eat and 
live on and make cotton the surplus crop, 
and as much money will be made with our 

- barns and smokehouses full as if all the en-

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OF YARDMEN ‘ON THE CENTRAL 
| RAILROAD, 


They Want $2.60 and 82.20 Per Day for Con- 
ductors and Helpers Re«pectively— 
Their Demands Refused. 


A railroad strike is on in Atlanta. 

And the Central road is the principal—almost 
the sole—sufferer. 

The strikers are limited to the yard freight, 
conductors and their helpers—couplers, brake- 
men and switchmen. 

For a time it looked as if other roads might 
be involved and many sensational rumors re- 
sulted. But none of the roads except the 
Central are affected. 

7 A Question of Wages. 

The primary cause of the strike is a demand 
for higher wages. 

The Western and Atlantic road pays a 
higher rate of wages to its yardmen than any 
Other road entering atlanta, and the em- 
ployes of the other roads demand the same 
rate, and that it be made uniform and 
Standard. y 

General Manager Thomas, of the Western and 
Atlantic, about six weeks ago met a committee of 
dissatistied yardmen, who asked for the same 
rate as was paid on the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis road--$2.60 per day to the yard 
conductors and $2.20 per day to the helpers. He 
immediately granted their request, and there the 
matter ended. 

This, of course, was soon noticed by their fel- 
low-employes on the other roads, and faces soon 
began to lengthen ana some meetings 
were held, the result being sep- 
arate petitions were drawn up by them 
and addressed to their respective superintendents. 
The answers received were uniform, the superin- 
tendents asking for time in which to consult with 
each other and with the general managers. 

In the Central Yards. 

Late Sunday night orders were issued by 
Superintendent Dill, of the Central main line, 
discharging two men, insubordination being 
given asthe cause. Aman named Fridell had 
been night yardmaster, but he knocked off work 
on account of sickness. It is claimed that in- 
stead of staying at home 4s a sick man should, he 
persisted in remaining about the yards and round- 
houses, and when told to go back to work refused 
to doso. He was thereupon discharged. 

Jim Thurman was, it is said, ordered to take 
Fridell’s place as night yardmaster, but he refused 
and was also discharged. 

These men were discharged late Sunday night. 
When this became known some time later, the 
rest of the Central men held an indignation meet- 
ing and resolved to go on a strike, 

The Strike Commences. 

Atan early hour yesterday morning the whoie 
force of yardn:en, forty-two in number, quit 
work, leaving their cars at the tap of the bell, and 
almost completely crippled the road so far as 
moving local freight is concerned. 

There was talk at noon of trouble on the Georgia 
road. There later came the report that the men 
there had quit, but had gone back to work at the 
same wages the Western and Atlantic men are re- 
ceiving. Local Agent Werner, of the road, 
handles all the pay-rolls,and says that no trou- 
ble of any kind occurred, and that although 
the men had formally presented their demands, 
they had not been granted and no one had struck. 

The Atlanta and West Point is blockaded by the 
Central strike, as the latter road handles all its 
local cars. 

Strikers and Manager Consult. 

About 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon a committee 
of the strikers waited on General Manager Gab- 
bett, of the Central road, andagain friendly pre- 
sentéd their demands for $2.60 and $2.20 per day. 
They were refused. 

“{ told them they could go back to work at the 
old scale,’ said Captain Gabbett, when asked as 
to the nature of the consultation. “The road 
is not in financial shape at present to pay their 
demands. There are forty-two men ofit, and I 
have sent to Savannah for twenty of my best 
yardmen there to take their places as far as pos- 
sible.” 

Superintendent Ryder, of the Georgia Pacific 
division of the Air-Line road, came up from Bir- 
mingham yesterday on business. He consulted 
with his yardmen, who assured him that while 
they thought their present wages too small, they 
would not push their claims at present, and espe- 
cially did not wish to be considered as connected 
with the trouble on the Central. 

At5:45p. m. a committee of eight yardmen 
waited on Superintendent Hammond, of the At- 
lanta and Charlotte Air-Line,with a demand fora 
raise of pay to the standard set by 
the Western and Atlantic. He assured 
them __ their claims would be given 
due consideration at headquarters, but that he 
had no authority to promise them the increase 
they wanted. They departed apparently satisfied 
with the answer and are still at work 

On the East Tennessee Road. 

Not a man has quit work on the East Tennessee, 
Virginia end Georgia road, 

So say General Manager Hudson and General 
Superintendent Vaughan, and they ought to 
know. 

“The publication in the evening paper -is cer- 
tainly going to do us more injury than good,” said 
Mr. Vaughan yesterday, “and I cannot imagine 
where the paper got its information from. 
So far as I am aware, not one 
man, whether engineer, fireman, conductor, 
yardinan or train hand,bas trown up hisjob. The 
men have made this same demand for higher 
wages as havetie menof other roads, but they 
have not been granted.” 

Mitchell Street Scenes. 

A novel scene presented itself to the passer-by 
on Mitchellstreet, near the Central freight offices, 
yesterday. 

Some 200 or 300idle men, among whom were 
some of the strikers, stood around talking labor 
matters and spring yarns all the day long. 

About 10 o’clock some hot-head made a remark 
about “tixing”’ the road. 

The following significant sign was seen 
on fences and trees surrounding the 
property: 

NOTICE. 


“All persons not in the employ of the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company or the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad are warned not to tres- 

ass on the premises of the Central Railroad and 

anking Company. 
“HH. R. DrLuy Superintendent.” 

But little occasion appeared for such a notice, 
however, a8 all the men were thoroughly well- 
behaved. The truth of the matter is, what ap- 
peared to bea big crowd of determined-looking 
strikers was realiy but alot of railroad employes 
with an “off-day”’ on their hands, who were there 
partly out of curiosity and partly for the fun of 
the thing. 

At last accounts the blockade on the Central was 
complete, about 250 to 300 cars lying immovable 
onthe tracks. In addition to this the Ceniral yes- 
terday was obliged to refuse about 120 cars from 
other roads consigned to its line.

It is hereby made the duty of the comp- 
troller to furnish to the chairmen of the above 
named committees,by the first day of each month, 
or oltenerif required, a cow plete list of all articles 
purchased in their several departments for the 
inenth past, and also to make out and furnish to 
the committee on supplies a miscellaneous account 
of al! articies purchased for tbe other different 
departments not covered by the above named 
committees, together with the original bills of 
weights and measares received by hin from the 
person who received the goods.

“You might buy,’’ said he, “the best rat- 
trap in the market, anid the rats would make it 
their home—that is, their dining hali— 
and you wouldn’t catch one, unless he overate 
himself and couldn’t get away. A boy could 
take a piece of twine, the family album and a few 
other things and construct one that would catch 
a pitcher full. Butthere is no love so pure and 
unse!fish as a boy’s love—especially an old boy. 
He hugs his sister and gets culfed for spviling her 
ruffles, but soine other boy can do the same thing 
in a deliberate and cold-blooded mauner, and it is 
ali right.”

ATLANTA, Ga., March 16, 1891.—To the Honora- 
ble Mayor and Council: The undersigned, as a 
committee from the Grady Monument Associ.- 
tion, respectfully petition your honorable body 
for the privilege o1 locating the monument tothe 
late Henry W. Grady at some point on Marietta 
Street, between Peachtree and Forsyth. 

fhe monument will be completed during the 
coming summer, and it 18 necess.iry that the loca- 
tion be decided upon as soon as possible. 
fhe monument committee bas unanimously 
decided to locate the monument on 
Marictta street at some point between Peachtree 
and Forsyth, should your honorable body grant 
the privilege for wbich we respectfully petition. 

Tue monument will be an ornament to the city. 
and we believe that a more suitable location can- 
hot be found. 

Therefore, your petitioners respectfully pray 
that their request meet with your approval.

THE EAST TENNESSEE STILL OUT- 
SIDE THE BREASTWORKS. 


A Conference Yesterday—Colonel Thomas 
Wants the East Tennessee to Pay 
Kental. 


* So near and yet so far. 

But they are just as far away from the union 
depot as ever. 

The East Tennessee people are full of pluck, 
brains and energy, but with it all they haven’t 
been able to gain an entrance to the union 
depot. 

Several weeks ago the rumor gained ground 
that alterations were being made in the bag- 
gage rooms and tracks at the depot to admit 
the new comer. A switch-track was even 
built out near the Central bridge which con- 
nects the East Tennessee and Central tracks, 
asit was on the Central road that the East 


Tennessee cars were to come into the depot. 

A few days later all these surface signs were 
apparently given practical and permanent shape 
by the official announcement by the road that its 
cars would enter the depot March 1st. 

March ist came, but the cars did not, and the 
reason as alleged therefor was that several pre- 
liminaries, such as transfer tickets, teaching the 
agents the new ropes, fixing the baggage rooms, 
etc., had to be arranged, but that the cars would 
positively show up a week later. 

Did anybody see those cars enter on the 8th 
instant? Not much they didn’t. And they 
haven’t got there yet, either. : 

Yesterday General Managers Thomas, of the 
Western -nd Atlantic; Greene, of the Georei ; 
Hudson, of the Tennessee ; Gabbett, of the Central, 
and ‘Tyier, of tue Atiantaand W-.st cuint, uw. 
consultation in the office of the latter. — 

There were two subjects up for discussion. 

1. The approval of the car service association 
and ths appointment of an agent thereof. and 

2. The granting of permission to the East Ten- 
nessee road to enter the depot. 

The first was disposed of by a postponement to 
the next meeting. 

As is well known, the formal consent of all the 
general managers of the roads holding must be 
obtained on any question concerning the depot. 

And that consent has been given. 

But one of the managers, Coionel Thomas, has a 
little proviso tacked on to his consent. And 
yesterday he brought it out witlrin full view and 
ear-shot of the other gentlemen, to their mutual 
astonishment. 

The land on which the depot stands is worth 
$230,000, and belongs to the state. 

Colonel Thomas claims that when he leased the 
Western and Atlantic from the state for twenty- 
nine years, ata monthly rental of $35,000, this 
land went with the road, and a portion of the 
rental was for the use of the land. 

He says he consents to the entrance of the East 
Tennessee, but— 

That road oust, if 1t wishes the privilege of 
using the depot, pay its just and equitable share 
of the rental. 

Colonel Thomas made a forcible argument in 
support of his position yesterday, and offered to 
produce, if necessary, the written documents to 
prove that he is paying a rental for the use of the 
grounds, and holds, through the lease, control 
thereof. 

No one disputed his position, and from all indi- 
cation, he is master of the situation. 

Mr. Hudson is not willing to bear the burden 
Colonel Thomas proposes to put upon him, and 
the matter is still in statu quo, whatever that 
may be. : 

Une thing is certain—these repeated bickerings 
only serve to emphasize the fact thatanew depot 
is badly needed in Atlanta, where all may enter 
upon an equal footing. Or an additional depot 
must be built toaccommodate the roads entering 
from the north, while those entering from the 
south may use the old sheds.

“Any betterments put 
upon the properiy for the purpose of 
sub-renting have increased the value 
of the roperty—of which account 
istaken by the lessees—but it has also increased 
the taxes, of which no account is taken in this 
charge a neg the state.”’ 

Judge Hall believed that this sub-letting the 
oy gd was in violation of the lease contract 
0 iV. 

Major Cummings,quoting the injunction against 
sub-letting*‘this road,” argued that the renting of 
buildings, etc., situated upon the property, was 
no violation of their covenant. 

The question of Judge Hall, as to the amount of 
rents received, was finally admitted. 

The witness did not know, hut said he would 
examine his books and learn the amount. 

PAPERS IN EVIDENCE. 

A number of papers were then submitted in ev- 
idence by the lessees—letter of Governor Brown 
to the legislature in ’87, the journal of the last 
legislature showing the various resolutions intro- 
duced concerning betterments, and other legisla- 
tive action touching that subject; the laws of 
Tennessee chartering the extension, exempting it 
from taxation fora term of years, fixing the terms 
and conditions of subsequent taxation; and two 
supreme court decisions of Tennessee, fixing the 
status of the road as a corporate body.

Attwo o’clock the commission adjourned until 
9 o’clock this morning.
